Morgan, Magoffin 
team up to offer 
UK Horse College 

The Morgan and Magoffin County 
Extension Service offices will offer the 
first annual UK Horse College, a series 
of classes intended for anyone with an 
interest in horses for pleasure or busi- 
ness. 

The first two classes will be held in 
the basement of the Morgan County 
Extension Office and the final two seg- 
ments will be in the meeting room of 
the Magoffin County Extension Office. 

A variety of topics will be covered 
by University of Kentucky Equine Spe- 
cialist Dr. Bob Coleman, local veterinar- 
ian Dr. Edward Ward, Morehead State 
University veterinarian Dr. Philip Prater, 
local agricultural agents and trade spe- 
cialists.

Court rescinds vote 
to pay Co. Atty. rent 
for use of building 



in the statutes for the county attorney,” 
Conley said. “I have also spoken with 
lawyers in Frankfort recently who ad- 
vised me that it would be a conflict of 
interest to pay the county attorney rent 
to use his privately-owned office for 
county work. However, if Steve can find 
a statute stating the county must provide 
him an office, it can be housed in the 
county government building.” 

The payment, which all previous 
court members — except Conley and 
Magistrate Frankie Spencer — approved 
last month, was one of several demands 
from O’Connor, who last May had re- 
quested a $22,000 raise for himself, a 
$70/month raise for his office staff and 
that the court pay office expenses for 
county-related work. 

Though the previous court denied 
O’Connor’s personal raise request, cur- 
rent members at last week’s meeting 
approved his office staff raise and voted 
to pay his office expenses as presented. 

O’Connor took the floor to explain 
his requests to magistrates. 

“I just want what I believe I am due,” 
O’Connor said. “I have not had a raise 
in 8 to 12 years, and I was doing the jail 
recoupment program — in which I col- 
lected jail bills from criminal offenders 
— for no compensation — in my pri- 
vate office. Because of this (the previ- 
ous court’s failure to grant his request 
for a salary increase), I decided to ter- 
minate the jail recoupment program.” 

Since 2003, O’Connor’s efforts had 
resulted in savings to the county of be- 
tween $40,000 and $50,000 each year 
in jail costs recouped from defendants 
sentenced to jail terms by Morgan 
County courts. The cost to the county 
for housing prisoners has increased 
steadily over the past few years — to 
around $360,000 last year. 

“The county attorneys in most of the 
surrounding counties are paid a signifi- 
cant amount more than I am,” O’Connor 
said. “My request is not out of line with 
the salaries of other county attorneys and 
court personnel with my experience. I 
work very hard; I am not trying to get 
something I am not entitled to.” 

Conley estimated O’Connor receives 
a total of more than $100,000 for his of- 
ficial duties from a variety of sources. 

“I have the same right to express my 
opinion as anyone else on this court,” 
Conley said. “I believe Steve is being 
paid what is duly owed him, and I vote 
no to his rent and personal raise requests. 
My constituents are well aware of this, 
as I have told them what my decision 
would be.” 

In other business, Morgan County 
Sheriff Mickey Whitt presented to the 
court his 2007 budget of $283,000 — 
$3,000 less than last year’s — which

Constables granted 
authorization to use 
blue lights on cars

Last week, during its first regular 
meeting of 2007, the Morgan County 
Fiscal Court revisited controversial is- 
sues raised by County Attorney Steve 
O’Connor in December, with members 
voting 4- 1 to suspend and not pay a $500 
monthly rent payment for the use of 
O’Connor’s office. 

Voting to suspend the rental payment 
approved by the previous fiscal court 
were Magistrates Randy Cantrell, 
Frankie Spencer and Burton Stacy, and 
Judge Executive Tim Conley, with Mag- 
istrate Denzil Potter voting nay. Magis- 
trate Stanley Riggbsy abstained, noting 
that as a new court member, he did not 
feel he was familiar enough with the 
situation to make a decision on the mat- 
ter. 

Conley presented state statutes and 
legal advice from Frankfort to validate 
the court’s decision.

“I was so surprised the first time I saw 
them on the screen,” Elam said. “My 
son, Howard, set up the computer, and 
when I walked into the room they were 
right in front of me. It was as big of a 
surprise as the time they came here to 
visit me in person on my birthday!” 

The first online visit consisted of 16 
family members at Elam’s home, and 
two family members in Germany. 

“We all had a wonderful time,” Elam 
said. “During the next visit, we talked 
to 10 German family members. I never 
imagined I would be able to see them 
face-to-face without someone making a 
trip overseas; this is very exciting for all 
of us.” 

Elam’s daughter, Frances, of Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, agrees. 

“We are glad we can do this for 
mom,” Frances said. “Family is very 
important to her, and we knew she would 
enjoy anything that would bring her 
closer to her German relatives. She can 
also use the computer to keep in touch 
with family members in the United 
States as well.” 

Elam said the webcam could break 
the language barrier between her Ameri- 
can and German family members. 

“Language is not a problem for me,” 
Elam said. “You never forget your first 
language. But my brothers and sisters 
are learning English, and I hope talking 
to us will help them. My children already 
know some German; this is a great op- 
portunity for them to become more flu- 
ent.” 

Elam said the computer presents a 
considerable learning curve, however. 

“I have used the computer a few 
times,” Elam said. “I stay busy 
babysitting my daughter Lisa’s children. 
Walking at the park also takes a lot of 
my time, but I do want to learn about 
the computer. My children are helping 
me as much as they can, and I think we 
are making some progress.” 

Elam said she will always consider 
Morgan County home despite her Ger- 
man heritage. 

“I miss my family in Germany, but I

Mountain Telephone customer Inge 
Elam, of Greear, can now reach out and 
touch family members in Germany more 
conveniently, thanks to a new computer 
equipped with MRTC DSL Internet ser- 
vice and a webcam she received for 
Christmas. 

The computer equipment was a gift 
from her nine children - Jacqueline, 
Howard, Karl, Mike, Frances, Susan, 



Robert, Tina and Lisa - who wanted to 
bring their mother’s homeland to her. 

Elam, who migrated to the United 
States from Germany in 1955 after meet- 
ing her late husband, Bill, of Index, dur- 
ing the Korean War, left behind many 
German family members and friends. 

“I have been able to visit Germany 
only four times in 48 years,” Elam said. 
“Long distance phone calls are some- 
times expensive, so DSL Internet and my 
webcam have become great ways for me 
to communicate with my family over- 
seas.” 

Elam chats online with her two broth- 
ers, Rudi and Erich, and two sisters, 
Gretel and Heidi, all of Germany.

Time to Fish or Cut Bait 

Jan . 30 Deadline for Gubernatorial 
Hopefuls to Decide

FRANKFORT — In less than 
three weeks, all the gubernatorial 
maybe will have to decide 
whether to run for governor this 
year or not. 

To use an old phrase, it’s time 
to fish or cut bait. 

Former U.S. Rep. Anne 
Northup will have to decide 
whether she will oppose her old 
colleague in Congress, Gov. Ernie 
Fletcher, for the Republican gu- 
bernatorial nomination, never 
mind that she strongly supported 
Fletcher’s candidacy in 2003. 

Attorney General Greg 
Stumbo must stop taking surveys 
and make up his mind to run for 
governor, reelection as attorney 
general or take the second slot on 
someone else’s campaign for the 
Democratic nomination in May. 

Former Democratic Lt. Gov. 
Steve Henry will either find 
someone to run with him or he 
won’t, thus putting an end to 
Henry ”s gubernatorial ambitions. 

And any number of Republi- 
cans and Democrats will be lin- 
ing up to file papers to run for the 
lesser statewide offices on the 
November ballot. 

The deadline for all this is 
January 30. 

Once that deadline passes, the 
Aly interesting show will begin. 

If Northup takes on Fletcher in 
the Republican primary, will 
Paducah businessman Billy 
Harper decide he’s already 
wasted $2.5 million of his own 
money and withdraw? After all, 
Harper says he entered the race 
against Fletcher because he 
doesn’t believe Fletcher stands a 
chance at reelection after the 
year-long hiring scandal. Northup 
has a far greater chance of deny- 
ing Fletcher the nomination than 
Harper despite Harper/s deep 
pockets. 

Or if Harper stays in the race, 
will he get enough GOP votes in 
the primary to deny Fletcher or 
Northup the 40 percent necessary 
to avoid a costly runoff between 
the top two? 

And we’ll find out exactly how 
effective a campaigner Northup 
will be outside urban Jefferson 
County. Farmers in the burley belt 
aren’t going to be especially en- 
thused by a candidate who voted 



against the tobacco buyout, and 
county officials in ruraAl areas 
won’t cheer for the major sup- 
porter of two costly new Ohio 
River bridges in Louisville that 
are siphoning huge sums of fed- 
eral and state road building funds 
away for those counties. 

On the Democratic side of 
Campaign 2007, State Treasurer 
Jonathan Miller will have to con- 
vince voters that he can move 
from managing a relatively small 
agency of state government to 
running all of state government. 

After the experience of turn- 
ing state government over to a 
congressman to manage, voters 
are going to be looking for expe- 
rience as much as high-minded 
political platitudes in 2007. 

Former attorney general and 
Lt. Gov. Steve Beshear faces the 
task of reintroducing himself to 
Kentucky voters after two de- 
cades out of elected office and 
establishing his name and creden- 
tials to many voters who were in 
diapers the last time he ran a state- 
wide race. Beshear ’s record as 
attorney general also may« be 
overshadowed by his years an an 
attorney and lobbyist, the latter 
hardly a background to impress 
cynical Democrat voters. 

And if Stumbo jumps into the 
Democratic primary race, his first 
task will be to convince conser- 
vative voters to remain deaf to the 
inevitable onslaught of criticism 
over Stumbo ’s personal life over 
the years. 

The fact is that, while so much 
attention has been paid to 
Fletcher’s vulnerabilities in even 
being renominated in May let 
alone reelected, none of the other 
candidates and maybe candidates 
in both parties is a shoe-in in the 
primary or general election. 

And because Kentucky’s gu- 
bernatorial election will be 
watched closely on the national 
level, there will be huge sums of 
money invested by both parties in 
determining the outcome. 

It’s probably going to be the 
most expensive election in Ken- 
tucky history, and it’s likely to be 
the nastiest with so much at stake 
for Kentucky Republicans and 
Democrats alike. 

Time to go fishing.

Police charge the 
stepfather of dead 
teen with arson

Me or You 



Three years ago, I talked to 
a bunch of people about open- 
ing up a pond for the commu- 
nity to come to in the summer. 
It was a place, 
maybe, to give 
the kids some- 
where to oc- 
cupy their time. I didn’t know 
what or how to go about it, but 
I wanted to do something for 
the Wrigley community. When 
I talked to the people about it, I 
was told by some that if I 
opened up a pond and wel- 
comed everybody into my 
place, sooner or later, no mat- 
ter how good my intentions 
were, someone would get hurt 
and sue me. 

It was a bold move and I’ll 
have to say not without my 
share of headaches. I had no 
idea how Arson and Peggy’s 
Waterin’ Hole would turn out 
or all of the stuff that would end 
up on the pond for the kids to 
enjoy. 

One day, Emmitt Peyton 
was down at the pond and I was 
talking about all the things I 
was hoping to do and I men- 
tioned to Emmitt that I wished 
I could find a cable so I could 
put up a zip-line for the kids to 
swing out and drop into the 
pond. Well, lo and behold, 
about a month later, here comes 
Emmitt with a big spool of 
crain cable and the tools to put 
in the zip-line. Lonnie Dulin 
donated the pulley and after a 
day’s work with about seven 
people from the Wrigley com- 
munity, Arson and Peggy’s 
Waterin’ Hole had its first zip- 
line. When the pulley tore up 
the next year, Emmitt showed 
up again with a pulley. The Paul 
Ferguson Monkey Cable was 
put in by Emmitt and me and 
six other guys from Wrigley. 
When I decided to have the 
First Annual Wrigley Redneck, 
Survivor Challenge, Emmitt 
was there to compete. He didn’t 
have to compete, but he wanted 
to be a part of something good 
for the community. In fact, 
Emmitt is one of the reasons 



Arson and Peggy’s Waterin’ 
Hole is such a success. He 
didn’t want any credit for the 
things he done down there but 
that’s just 
how he is. 
He was just 
one of the 
guys, just like you and me, just 
hanging out, helping his neigh- 
bors and his community. He 
thought it was a good thing that 
I gave the kids of Wrigley a 
place to go and have some fun. 

Emmitt Peyton is a good 
man. He is a hard worker and a 
family man who has a son 
named Curtis, who is 18, and a 
daughter named Halley that is 
5 years old. Emmitt is a strong 
man who, one day met up with 
fate and was dealt a bad hand 
that he was forced to play. He 
was a passenger in a car com- 
ing home from work on the 
West Virginia-Kentucky line 
when the car ran off the road 
and turned over, throwing 
Emmitt out and then rolling 
over on him, crushing his spine. 

An accident like this could 
happen to any of us. I can’t 
count the times that I have beat 
death or bodily harm and as I 
look back and revisit my check- 
ered past, I wonder how I am 
still here and in one piece. 
What happened to Emmitt 
could have easily happened to 
you or me, especially me. I’m 
an accident waiting to happen! 
Look into your past and re- 
member that “one close call” 
that you managed to escape 
from by the skin of your teeth 
and then think of Emmitt and 
what he is facing the rest of his 
life. 

I’m asking everyone who 
reads my articles to come out 
and show some support for 
Emmitt Peyton at the Wrigley 
Elementary Gym on January 
20, 2007, from 5:00 to 10:00 
p.m. All donations will be 
greatly appreciated. Remem- 
ber, it could have been you or 
me.

local secondary roads in greatest 
need of repair, including KY 772, 
1000, 345, 705 and 844. 

“There are 123 miles of rural/ 
secondary roads in Morgan 
County,” Lindon said. “It costs 
approximately $381 ,900 to main- 
tain these roads, but Morgan 
County has a $940,921 allotment 
from the state for these purposes. 
The roads we have recommended 
all need resurfacing in some ar- 
eas.” 

Magistrates also voted to pay 
Hinkle Contracting the following 
remaining balances: $301, black- 
top work; $1,293.43, Bays Bend 
blacktop; $112.90, Griffey 
Branch blacktop. 

Morgan County Coroner 
Kenny Perry presented a list of 
items needed to perform his offi- 
cial duties, including a one-man 
cot, camera, video camera, sec- 
ond vehicle and other equipment, 
which the court pledged to buy 
as it could afford. 

The court also set Perry’s sal- 
ary at $800 per month, and re- 
hired Greg Bush as deputy coro- 
ner. 

Members entertained a motion 
to request a monthly summary re- 
port from the coroner as well as 
the sheriff, jailer and county at- 
torney, and to return $5,000 to the 
Jack Watson estate regarding the 
H.O.M.E. program. 

The court also authorized the 
use of blue lights by Morgan 
County constables in regard to a 
request from Constable Charles 
Tharp, and appointed Keith Wil- 
liams as Morgan County Search 
and Rescue Coordinator. 

William Holbrook, Mark 
Walter and Joe Curd Jr. were also 
re-appointed to the Morgan 
County Health Board. 

Magistrates moved to pay 
monthly bills and authorize 
County Treasurer Tommy Phipps 
to make necessary fund transfers 
from a $100,000 special project 
fund to cover payments. 

Before adjournment, the court 
set its regular February meeting 
date to 5 p.m. Wednesday, Feb. 
7, as the county treasurer will be 
out of town. 

Court members present were 
Magistrates Denzil Potter, Randy 
Cantrell, Stanley Riggsby, 
Frankie Spencer and Burton 
Stacy, and Judge Conley.

Jury recommends 
50 years in Johnson

PAINTSVILLE — The first 
methamphetamine case to go to 
trial in Johnson County netted a 
conviction and a recommended 
50-year prison sentence for the

The jury recommended maxi- 
mum sentences of 20 years for

Bald eagle is coming off the 
list of endangered species 

Polar bear may be added

libertarian property owner in 
Minnesota.”

“By February 16, the bald 
eagle will be delisted,” said 
Marshall Jones, deputy director of 
the U. S. Fish & Wildlife Service. 

According to a story by Peter 
Slevin of the Chicago bureau of 
The Washington Post, the 
delisting, supported by main- 
stream environmental groups, 
would represent a formal decla- 
ration that the eagle population 
has sufficiently rebounded, in- 
creasing more than 15-fold since 
its 1963 nadir to more than 7,000 
nesting pairs,” 

The story by Slevin notes that 
as few as 417 nesting pairs were 
found in 1963. 



The government had to act by 
Feb. 16, or explain why it was not 
acting, under an order from a fed- 
eral judge in a lawsuit filed by 
Minnesota property owner 



Edmund Contoski, who wanted to 
develop property near an eagle 
nest. But the Fish & Wildlife Ser- 
vice is drafting new rules to pro- 
tect eagles. 

“What we’re trying to work 
toward is ensuring, if the bald 
eagle is taken off the list, people 
won’t see that much of a change,” 
Chris Tollefson, chief spokesman 
for the service, told the Post, 
which reported, “Rules are being 
polished, for example, to define 
activities permitted near eagle 
habitats and what can be done 
near nests that eagles are not us- 
ing. A debate has been underway 
over what it means to “disturb” 
an eagle, a crucial but imprecise 
word in the Bald and Golden 
Eagle Protection Act.” 

Meanwhile, the Post’s Juliet 
Eilperin reports, “The Bush ad- 
ministration has decided to pro- 
pose listing the polar bear as 
threatened under the Endangered 
Species Act, putting the U.S. gov- 
ernment on record as saying that 
global warming could drive one 
of the world’s most recognizable 
animals out of existence.”

Security 

Something For The 
Children 

Many people think of Social 
Security as just a retirement 
program. While it is true that most 
of the people receiving Social 
Security collect retirement 
benefits, Social Security touches 
families in many other ways - 
including those struggling to 
meet the basic needs of children 
with disabilities. 

Children who have physical or 
mental disabilities may qualify 
for Supplemental Security 
Income, or SSL SSI is a needs- 
based program that provides 
payments to the people with 
disabilities who have not worked 
enough and paid enough Social 
Security tax to receive Social 
Security payments - including 
children. 

When determining whether a 
child is eligible for SSI benefits, 
Social Security considers the 
income and resources of not only 
the child, but also the parents or 
other family members living the 
household. 

The child must have a physical 
or mental condition that seriously 
limits his or her daily activities, 
and the condition must be 
expected to last 12 months or 
more, or end in death. To help us 
determine whether a child is 
disabled, we will ask for ay 
information available pertaining 
to the condition. We also will ask 
the applicant - the parent, 
grandparent or guardian - to sign 
releases that allow us to obtain 
information from doctors, 
hospitals, clinics, teachers, 
therapists and other professionals 
who have information about the 
child’s condition.

Natural Resources Conservation 
Service accepts applications for EQIP 



The USDA Natural Resources 
Conservation Service (NRCS) is 
accepting applications for Envi- 
ronmental Quality Incentives Pro- 
gram (EQIP) at your local USDA 
Service Center or conservation 
district office. 

Landusers may apply for EQIP 
at any time. Applications received 
by January 3 1 , 2007, will be con- 
sidered for this (federal fiscal year 
2007) program year. Applications 
received after January 31, 2007 
will be held until the next evalu- 
ation period. 

EQIP applications are evalu- 
ated and ranked using criteria set 
forth by local work groups to de- 
termine which applications pro- 
vide the best environmental ben- 
efits and address the recourse con- 
cerns of their local area. 

EQIP allows cost-share assis- 
tance to persons engaged in live- 
stock or agricultural production 
on eligible land. Cost-share rates 
vary by practice and generally 



range from 30 to 75 percent. Cost- 
share rates for beginning farmers 
and limited resource producers 
are 75 percent and 90 percent re- 
spectively for all eligible prac- 
tices. 

All conservation practices are 
subject to NRCS technical stan- 
dards adapted for local condi- 
tions. For applications selected 
for funding, an EQIP plan of op- 
erations will be developed with 
the landuser to identify appropri- 
ate conservation practices. EQIP 
practices in Kentucky include, 
but are not limited to, critical area 
planting; pipeline and watering 
facility; grassed waterway; diver- 
sion; and fencing.

USDA’s Natural Resources 
Conservation Service (NRCS) is 
accepting applications for the 
Wildlife Habitat Incentives Pro- 
gram (WHIP) signup. Landown- 
ers may apply for WHIP at any 
time however, applications re- 
ceived by January 31, 2007, will 
be evaluated and considered for 
the 2007 program year. Applica- 
tions received after that date will 
be held until the next evaluation 
period. 

WHIP provides landusers an 
opportunity to improve wildlife 
habitat. The program provides fi- 
nancial incentives for installing 
eligible practices on land they 
own or control. The landuser must 
devote at least 10 acres to eligible 
wildlife practices. 

In Kentucky, the primary fo- 
cus of WHIP is to improve early 
successional and forestland habi- 
tats for declining species and 



other wildlife. Restoring remnant 
prairies, planting native grasses, 
shrubs, and trees, implementing 
wildlife beneficial forest stand 
improvements, and creating shal- 
low water areas are some of the 
eligible practices for the program. 
Excluding livestock from sensi- 
tive streams and woodlands is 
also important focus under 
Kentucky’s 2007 WHIP. Since 
WHIP focuses on improvement to 
wildlife cover, food plots are not 
eligible under the program. 

WHIP applications are evalu- 
ated and ranked to determine 
which applications provide the 
most beneficial habitats.

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Kels Nickell opts for life on the Plains 

At age 26, Morgan native had seen more tragedy and adventure than most people 
experience in a lifetime; Range wars would bring more tragedy - Part 5 of a series

Tom Horn continued to ride 
the range looking for rustlers. On 
July 8, 1900, Matt Rash was 
found shot to death at his home- 
stead. Isom Dart was found shot 
dead at his home place on Octo- 
ber 4. Both were suspected of 
cattle rustling and altering brands. 
Things remained quiet for some 
time after that. In the early part 
of 1901 Willie was hunting and 
encountered a stranger on the 
range. The man asked Willie who 
he was and what he was doing 
there and told him that he was 
tempted to shoot him. The inci- 
dent worried Kels and he in- 
structed his children to report any 
strangers seen on or near their 
ranch. On July 10, 1901, Kels 
found a note tacked to his gate at 
the entrance to his ranch. It said 
“Take your sheep and get out or 
meet the same fate as Isam Dart 
and Matt Rash.” Tom Horn was a 
suspect in the killings but no evi- 
dence strong enough to indict him 
was found. The threat had no ef- 
fect on Kels, he was staying and 
keeping his sheep as well. He 
knew that he had done nothing 
wrong and felt he had the right to 
use his land as he saw fit. He 
again warned his children to be 
on the lookout for strangers. One 
man stopped by the ranch on July 
17 looking for work but was told 
that no jobs were available so he 
moved on. Later that day, Kels 
was told by his sheepherder that 
he was quitting. He decided to 
send Willie the next morning to 
look for the man that had stopped 
by and to tell him that he could 
begin working at the ranch if he 
was interested. In the early morn- 
ing hours of Thursday the 1 8th, 
Willie saddled Kels’ horse and 
prepared to head toward the rail- 
head at Iron Mountain to look for 
the man. The morning was chilly 
and misty so Willie put on Kels’ 
coat and hat instead of his own 
for some unknown reason. A few 
minutes after he left the house 
three shots were heard from a dis- 
tance. The family thought noth- 
ing of it as hunters were always 
in the area. Willie did not return 
that night but they were uncon- 
cerned, thinking he had decided 
to stay at a friend’s house at Iron 
Mountain. Early the next morn- 
ing, Fred (Alfred) was moving 



some cattle through the main gate 
to the range for grazing. He came 
racing back to the house and fran- 
tically reported that he had found 
Willie dead. 

Kels and Mary went to the gate 
and found him lying on his back 
with his shirt pulled open. Two 
large exit wounds were visible on 
his chest. He had been off his 
horse opening the gate when he 
was shot twice in the back. The 
gate and gate post had blood spat- 
ters on them. His face had dirt and 
gravel stuck to it and the front of 
his shirt was soaked in blood as 
if he had fallen face down when 
shot. A small flat stone had been 
placed under his head after he was 
turned over. Willie was about 65 
feet from the gate laying headed 
in the direction of the house. Kels 
believed that the killer was after 
him and was mistaken, thinking 
Willie was him. Another thought 
was the killer was a neighbor’s 
son that Willie had had words 
with at a dance earlier in the sum- 
mer, one of the Miller boys. 

Tom Horn had been seen in the 
vicinity and had stayed at the 
Miller ranch for several days be- 
fore the shooting. A small flat 



stone under the victim’s head was 
supposedly a trademark of 
Horn’s. A coroner’s inquest was 
held and an autopsy performed. 
Willie had been shot two times in 
the back with a 30-30 caliber rifle 
with either shot being fatal. He 
was buried on Tuesday, July 23, 
1901, in Lakeview Cemetery at 
Cheyenne. Family members said 
that Mary’s hair turned white just 
days after Willie’s murder. James 
Harlan and America Nickell ar- 
rived for their planned visit on the 
20th not knowing about the mur- 
der until they arrived. On the 
morning of August 3, Kels was 
out in the pasture tending some 
young calves. From ambush he 
was shot three times and hit in 
both arms and the left hip. James 
Harlan and William Mahoney 
loaded him in a wagon and took 
him to the train depot at Iron 
Mountain and on to Cheyenne for 
treatment. While he was in Chey- 
enne, some masked men clubbed 
80 sheep to death on his ranch. 
Kels recovered from his wounds 
but was never the same after the 
shooting. He decided to sell his 
ranch and move his family into 
town. He bought a house on East 



23 Street in Cheyenne and 
worked for the Union Pacific 
Railway Company. 

After Wllie’s death there was 
much public outcry to find the 
killer and put an end to killings 
that had plagued the range for 
years. Deputy U.S. Marshall Jo- 
seph Lefors began investigating 
the murder of Willie and the 
wounding of Kels. Tom Horn was 
a strong suspect but no compel- 
ling evidence had been discov- 
ered. Lefors had a friend in Mon- 
tana write him a letter asking to 
get in touch with Horn. The letter 
stated that a good man was 
needed to rid the Montana coun- 
try of cattle thieves. Lefors for- 
warded the letter to Tom Horn in 
care of John Coble. Horn “took 
the bait” and replied to the letter 
stating that he could take care of 
the rustling problem much 
cheaper and more efficiently that 
the courts. 

The fictitious letter had offered 
him $125 per month for his 
“work.” A series of letters be- 
tween the parties drew Horn 
deeper into the plot to snare him. 
He left Iron Mountain on Janu- 
ary 11, 1902, and went to 
Laramie. After drinking several 
hours at a saloon, he caught the 
train to Cheyenne. He met Lafors 
the next day at a saloon, then went 
to Lafors’ office for further dis- 
cussion. Lefors had two witnesses 
in an adjacent room to listen to 
the conversation. They began 
talking about trouble on the range 
and problems around Iron Moun- 
tain. The subject came up about 
the murder of Willie Nickell. 
When asked about the shooting, 
Horn told how “someone” could 
have waited in a draw near the 
main gate to the Nickell ranch. As 
the conversation proceeded Horn 
continued to drink and became 
more trusting and talkative. 
Lefors asked him what kind of 
gun he had and Horn replied he 
used a 30-30 Winchester and was 
about 300 yards from Willie. He 
said that he was barefooted as to 
leave no tracks and picked up the 
empty shell casings. He said that 
he always put a rock under his 
victim’s head as sort of a trade- 
mark. “That is the way I hang out 
my sign to collect money for a job 
of this kind.” 

Tom Horn was deep into the 
trap and still did not suspect 
Lefros’ intentions. He said that he 
was paid $2,100 for three dead 
men and one shot at five times 
(Kels).” Horn left the office and 
returned to the hotel to make 
ready to leave for Montana the 
next day. Monday morning, Janu- 
ary 13, 1902, Tom Horn was ar- 
rested at the Inter-Ocean Hotel by 
Sheriff Edwin J. Smalley for the 
murder of Willie Nickell. A hear- 
ing on January 24 determined that 
there was enough evidence to 
hold him without bail. He was 
returned to Laramie and held un- 
til his trial began on October 10, 

1902. He had an adequate legal 
team paid for by John Coble and 
other cattlemen. His former em- 
ployers from the Cattlemen’s As- 
sociation wanted no public con- 
nection with him and would not 
testify on his behalf. At the trial 
Horn swore that he had never 
killed anyone and just admitted 
to the killings so as to not disap- 
point Lefors whom he liked. He 
said that he never contracted to 
kill anyone and had not actually 
killed anyone. The jury found him 
guilty of Willie’s murder at 4:30 
p.m. October 24, 1902. He was 
sentenced to hang and the execu- 
tion date was set for January 9, 

1903. Several appeals were made 
by Horn’s counsel and the execu- 
tion date passed. All appeals were 
denied and the governor would 
not issue a pardon. Horn escaped 
from the Laramie Jail on August 
9, 1903, but was recaptured. 
While he awaited his date with 
the hangman he wrote his mem- 
oirs, “The Life of Tom Horn,

Government Scout and Inter- 
preter.” As the execution date ap- 
proached no one would agree to 
“spring” the trap door on him. 

A Wyoming citizen had de- 
vised the “Julian” gallows which 
used a counter weight filled with 
water and connected to the lever 
that operated the trap on the gal- 
lows. Tom was up early on the 
day of his hanging. He had a big 
breakfast of bacon, eggs, 
hotcakes, bread and coffee and 
spent the morning writing letters 
to family members. After noon he 
was lead out to the gallows and 
looked down on a large crowd of 
onlookers. Tom Horn stepped 
onto the platform of the gallows 
that cold, bleak Friday morning, 
November 20, 1903 accompanied 
by a minister. The day before, the 
minister and three women visited 
him in jail to read scripture and 
sing hymns. He said “Who is 
God? I don’t know and guess I 
never will. But let the minister 
come. It won’t do any harm and 
may help me.” Tom requested 
that his good friends Charley and 
Frank Irwin sing “Life’s Railway 
to Heaven” as he stood on the 
platform and awaited his ap- 
pointed time with death. Among 
the spectators were some of the

cattlemen that had paid him for 
his services. I guess they were 
there to see if he implicated any- 
one before dying. The Irwins sang 
as leather straps were buckled 
around Horn’s arms and ankles. 
They stopped several times to 
wipe away tears and to compose 
themselves. As a noose was 
placed around his neck and a 
black hood over his head a hush 
settled over the crowd. The time 
for execution arrived and Tom 
was lifted onto the trapdoor in the 
platform. His weight depressed 
the door slightly, which pulled a 
plug from the counter weight. The 
water could be heard draining 
from the weight and after thirty- 
one seconds stopped. When the 
weight became less than the con- 
demned man, the trap door 
dropped and Tom Horn fell 
through the gallows floor into 
eternity. He made a slow half turn 
to the right as the rope tightened 
then gently swayed back and 
forth. Attending physicians stated 
that his neck was broken but his 
heart continued to beat for sixteen 
minutes. He died of strangulation 
as most hanging victims do. He 
maintained his innocence until 
the very end and did not betray 
his former employers. Tom Horn 
was one day short of his 43rd 
birthday. He was taken to the 
Gleason Mortuary in Cheyenne 
and prepared for burial. His 
brother had him taken back to 
Boulder, Colorado, for a funeral. 
The Boulder County sheriff ac- 
companied him on a Union Pa- 
cific train. A private funeral was 
held on Sunday, November 21, 
1903, at the Buchheit Undertak- 
ing Rooms. Tom’s 72 year old 
mother was in attendance. Over 
2,500 people followed to the Pio- 
neer section of the Columbia 
Cemetery at 9th and Walnut 
Streets and Tom Horn’s final rest- 
ing place. John C. Coble paid for 
all expenses and a grave stone.
